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If pornography appears to be professional, or clearly does not involve a student, Gaggle will notify the 
school or district Emergency Contacts, usually by email. If it appears to be produced by the sender or 
involve a student, Gaggle will notify the Emergency Contacts by phone, then file a report to the 
CyberTipline of the National Center for Missing and Exploited Children (NCMEC). NCMEC will review 
Gaggle's report and contact the appropriate law enforcement entity to handle the issue, if necessary. 

If you decide the issue cannot wait for NCMEC to assign to law enforcement, please let us know and we will 
provide you with the necessary CyberTip information. We will pass this information back to NCMEC to 
avoid duplicate handling of the same case. 
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
